I am told that the source 
for these stories is Aynesv/or bh who is alleged to he.ve gotten them from 
i'iarina; but he did not. Ha got bham from the FBI, v/hich could explain the 
do-anything-for-you a.ttitude of Ruth for Marina in no other wciy. Very v;ell. 
he will v/ait on th„t one too. Actually I thin!: Rubh is a fool to play their 
game, .She has two lovely children \;ho will bitterly resent i’-'Isaichester ' s 
book for sure, llieir age protects them now. But later on Ruth may be jpersuaded 
to sing another song. .She is good woman, boring a.s that sounds. Foolish, 
of course, and I don't tliinlc I would have behaved as she did. On the other 
hand, they did not h;xve on me what they have on her. Time may change that 
bit of blackmai.il too.
